By Amendment mailed January 15, 2003, in response to an 
Office Action dated September 20, 2002, claims 11 - 17 and 22 - 28 
inclusive . have been cancelled from the above- identified applica- 
tion. Claims 1 - 10, 18 - 21, 29 and 30 remain in the applica- 
tion. 

As a result of the cancellation of claims 11 - 17 and 22 - 
28, fewer than all of the currently named inventors are the actual 
inventors of the invention now being claimed in the present 
application.
